Governor takes what might be termed an 
abnormal interest-in the departmental work 
of tho Colony. An evidence of this is 
provided in the notice sent out by tho 
Secretary of the Sanitary Board regarding 
the emergency meeting called for to-mor- 
row, The Board is convened by His Ex- 
ecllency to consider -w suggestion to allow 


in detail was reduced to a minimum, 


-| the Chinese, under propor supervision, to 


nurse plagno cases in their houses in 
Yaumati, The suggestion is probably put 
Forward for two reasons : first, to avoid the 
risk of apresding infection by the removal 
uf a patient, and, second, to avoid what- 
over bad effuet may bo imparted to a pati- 
ent. by the process of removal. Wo do not 
know who is responsible for the suggestion. 
His Excellency is well advised to bring it 
before the members of tho Sanitary Buard ; 
for we feel sure, with past exporience to 
guide them, tho members will lend the 
woight of their advice against tho proposal, 
To allow Chinose to treat pliguo cases in 
their own houses is to court an extensive and 
rapidaprend of thedisease. In England, it 
in considvred nevessary to remove sufferers 
from measfos and scarlet fever to Infectious 
Diseases Hospitale, while smiall-pox and 
infectious fever cases are not allowed to be 
treated at home unloss the circumstances 
are very exceptional and isolation absolute. 
There is no comparison in deadly and 
infectious qualities between measles and 
plagup. And if western peoples, with their 
higher notions of sanitation and hygione, 
canot be trusted to treit the less deadly 
diseage in their homes, how much less can 
the Chinese bo trusted to deal with plague 
eases! The phrase ‘under -proper super- 
vision’ is only a form of speech. It can- 
not exist where Chinese are concerned. 
To onsure complete isolation—and even 
then wo doubt the — efficacy—every 
European‘in the Colony would require. to 
be pressed into the temporary servico of 
the Sanitary Board. Only in one respect 
could the Chinese be left to nurse plague 
cases in their own houses, and that is to 
isolate a whole district.’ If the Chinese 
wish to treat plaguo cases in Yaumati, and 
the Sanitary authorities agree to the pro- 
posal, then 4 military cordon’ should be 
placed round the wholo arca, all saropand 
and floating craft should be withdrawn, and 
a naval patrol ostablished . along the 
sea front. No egress whatever should 
be permitted. Supplies of medicines and 
food could be handed across the bound- 
ary line, and the military “and © naval 
guards should have full liberty to shoot 
down anyona attempting to escape from the 
declared atca, Thet, in our opinion, 
could be the only ‘proper’ supervision’ in 
such « hypothesis. .

Everyone is in a very anxinus state here. 
Eveu assuming that tho first rumour that 
tho Chinese are 12,000 strong is an cxng- 
geration, the force must be a strong ono— 
probably 7000 to 8000 men, Fortunately, 
thoy do not have supplies and can get-very 
little in the country, so that they cannot 
hold together for any length of time.

London, April 18 —Tho Budgot showa , 


last yoar's deficit to bo 53 millions sterling. 
Without tho war there would have been & 
surplus of fifteen millions. : 


The estimated exponditure for the year 
YOL2 is £187,602,000, of which that for 
the .war amounts to sixty willions, the 
estimated doficit b.ing fifty-five millions. 

Tho Chancellor of the Exchequer adds 
twopenes to the Inconte Tax, He imposes 
a duty of 43, 2d. on rotined sugar polurizing 
above 98 degrocs, including West Indian. 
Tho duty will inish for raw sugar 
polarizing below 98 degrees, hy n complex 
graduated scale: to nimi of 2s. for 
sugar polarizing 76 decrees. This scale is 
tontative and revisable under experience. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer also 


imposes a duty of 2s. on molisses 5 1s. 8a. 


‘on-vlucose ; and an export duty of 1s. por 
ton on coal. : 
Altogether tho now taxes yicld cloven 
“millions, : a 

Sir M. Hicks-Beuch farther proposes to 
auapond the Sinking Fund, and wo borrow 
sixty millions of Consula, whieh ‘exceeds 
tho doficit ; bur is necded to finance the 
Exchequer. tg 

April 19.—The Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, in bis speech, thus referred to tea:— 
Toa ‘is already taxed 7h per cont. of its 
value, and is the produce, mainly, of India 
and Ceylon, It isa crop in which our own 
fellow-subjects nt homs: and abroud are 
deeply intorosted ; and the. trade, largely 
wing to ovor-production, is by no means 
in a satisfactory condition. 

During debate Sic Wm, Harcourt said 
that the Budget wns characterised “by 
honesty and truth ; but he criticized detuils, 

otably the export duty on coal, He 
dwelt on the necessarily enormous oxpon- 
diture un the resettlement of the “new 


colonies. 

Sir M. Hicks-Beach, in reply, declared 
that he and Mr Chamberlain would do their 
Dest to.cbtain whatever was possible from 
the valuable assets of tho ‘Transvaal, 
particularly minerals. 

“Phe coal trade is raising vehement 
opposition to the export duty on cout. 

In the debate in the House of Commons 
on the Budgot, criticism was directed 
chivfly to the coal daty as a reversion to 
protection. Some members regretted that 
thuro’ was nv doferential treatment in 
favour of colonial sugar. 

The resolation imposing the Sugar Duty 
was adopted by 183 votes ngsinst 123, and 
for imposing the Export Duty on coal by 
171 against 137, 

The Conservative papers consider thot 
the field of taxation might have beew ex- 
tended beyond coal and sugar, the Morning 
Post suggesting a duty on wheat.. Apart 
from this, the Budget statement is generally 
eulogised as bold and rtatesmanlike. 

April 20.—The Daily ets thinks that 
the apposition ta the Coal duty will be 60 
fierce that it will be withdrawn.
